ground, seemingly drunk, though he 
could fly, but not very far. 
I caught 


him, and npon examination found jus 
crop very much distended with China 
berries. He kept his mouth wide operj 
but made little noise, though he evi- 
dently tried to. The berries conld be 
seen in the throat. I pressed two or 
three of them up and pulled them out, 
and in few moments he was fluttering 
and whistling, and when liberated flew 
away as rapidly as if nothing had been 
the matter with him. 
These berries 


fall off late in the winter, the moisture 
of the ground puffs them up so that 
they become as round and full as cher- 
ries, and one walking on them causes a 
continual popping, not very loud, but 
distinct. The robins swallow the ber- 
ries in such quantities as to fill the 
crop so fall that, either from the pecul- 
iar formation of the berry or their 
swelling with the moisture and warmth, 
they press against the windpipe, and 
prodnce partial strangulation and not 
intoxication.— Rod and Gun.
